Drums and Drummers 


Instrument Was Known to Ancicnt 
Greeks and Romans 

It is said that the drum was Intro- 
duced’ by the Moors in Europe from 
the east after the Crusaders, but un- 
der various forms it was certulnly 
known to the Greeks and Romans, 
for the tympanum Is frequently al- 
luded to in the classics, which pro- 
bably included the tambourine and 
kettle drum. 

In the modern © orchestra three 
principal forms of the drum are to 
be found. 

The common or side drum, the 
bass or Turkish drum, and the kettle 
drum. 

The first is aaually, composed of a 
cylinder of wood or metal. Each 
end is covered with vellum or parch- 
ment, the tension being regulated 
by strings. It is worn at the side of 
the performer who beats the upper 
end, called the “‘batter head’, with 
sticks, the under or “snare head, 
contains a set of cat-gut strings call- 
ed “snares”, which add to the sharp 
crisp tone of the instrument. 

The bass drum is a large instru- 
inent of the samoe/kind, the cylinder 
being of oak, while it is beaten on 
both ends with drum sticks that are 
furnished with leather pads. It is

This impractical talk on distribut- 
ing profits to workers has aroused 
Printers’ Ink to point out fhe neces- 
sity of ploughing a part of the pre- 
fits back into the business, on the 
theory that if the soll ta/robbed of 
its fertility and nothing put back tn 
there will soon be nothing but ster- 
ile land. Business iKewise when 
starved of profits will soon eat up its 
own capital. A plan which would 
return six per cent. on the invested 
capital and would distribute the bal- 
ance to the workers would mean 
such starvation. Printers’ Ink adds: 

If that practice were generally 
followed, business: would stop grow- 
ing. A concern that is being milked 
dry of all the profits it will bear, 
cannot flourish. 

In order to expand, to build more 
solid foundation, to reach new mar- 
kets and to meet all of {ts opportun- 
ities, a business must absorb 2 good 
share of i profit. That Is the only 
sound way of financing tts own ex- 
pansion. For years many a business 
man, even though successful from 
the start, was not able to take any 
Profits from his enterprise. He need- 


ed all his gains to give the sort of) that compose the ‘book.

Mr. William Rose Brings Optimistic 
Report from Saskatchewan 

Mr. Willlam Rose, Dundas street 
west, has just returned after spend- 
fng six. weeks at Girvin, Saskatche- 
wan, where be has important farm- 
ing interests.

tle is hot the inside air space imme- 
diately becomes hot by conduction;

The third and last one, that of 
radiation, is difficult to overcome en- 
urely, as are the others, Rad{ation 
means that method of transferring 
heat or energy through ether waves. 
By radiation we get heat and ght 
from the sun. * By radiation we {cel 
the direct heat of a coal fire st, in 
fact, any flame or source of heat. 
These éther waves have the power of 
hastening the vibration of the mole- 
cules in any material body and thus 
causing heat. 

It has been found'that these waves 
can be reflected by a polished sur- 
face, a mfrror, for instance, just as 
Mght can; that they are absorbed by 
a. bigck or rough: surface, Just as 
light is; that they are radiated from 
2 black or rough surface that is hot 
itself. 


Reflecting the Waves 

It has been found that if two cop- 
per balls of the same size be heated 
to the same dégree of heat, and hay- 
ing one of ther painted black and 
the other one polished and smooth,

On Thursday erentig May. 15th, 
the annual meeting of the Y.BLC.A. 
members and directors was held. Re- 
ports for the year’s work were pre- 
sented and directors elected for. the 
ensuing three years’ term. While the 
attendance was not large those pres- 
ent, were interested - and “greatly 
pleased with the excellent reports 
that were given. 

The president, Mr. H. W. Acker- 
man was in the chair and called upon 
Rey. Dr. Scott to open.the meeting 
with prayer. Mr. Ackerman briefly 
reviewed the year’s work mentioning 
some changes that had taken place in 
the staff and also-the fact that the 
Y.M.C.A. building was now entirely 
free of debt. 

The membership report was pre- 
sented by Mr. T. J. Madden and 
showed a decided gain over the pre- 
vious year. The total membership be- 
ing 320 which is made up of 183 
men and 137 boys. Quite a number of 
the returned men are taking ad 
vantage of the membership privi- 
leges extended to them and theAs- 
sociation is very glad of the oppor- 
tunity of serving these men. Tho to- 
tal returns for membership being 
$1065, a gain of $540 over the 
previous year. 

The roport of the Physical De- 
partment was read by Mr. E. F. 
Dickens. This department called at- 
tention to the fact that although for 
seven months out of the twelve only 
one man had been on duty at the 
building, the work done, under the 
circumstances, had been very satis- 
factory. The regular gymnasium 
work had been carried on through- 
out the season with a good deal of 
success and a city hockey league bad 
been: organized through the Y¥.M.C. 
A. It provided play for eight teams 
and a good deal of close competition 
resulted. Albert College won the 
champlogghip. The city basket ball 
league of eight teams had had a 
Zdod season in which thirteen games 
were played. The St. Andrew's team 
won the champfonship. Base ball and 
foot ball will be promoted during the 
spring and summer. In this report a 
request was made fer proper facili- 
ties for play and out-door activities 
as there are no grounds available 
to our building.

This type of anchor is still 
to be seen on naval buttons and on 
the seal of the Admiralty.

Since these 
experiments were very carefully 
made and cover a period of five 
years, the disproof of the germ 
theory seems to Dr. Fraser to be 
conclusive: To say that the persons 
who submitted to the experiments 
have sufficient “resistance” power 
to be unaffected by the germs ts to 
admit, says the Doctor that a person 
must be {ll before germs can hare 
any influence. In this connection 
Dr. Fraser says that a careful m- 
vestigation of many cases of so- 
called germ diseases revealed the 
fact that the germs were not In evt- 
dence until after the disease ap- 
peared. : 

Many physicians and 
of others have discarded the germ 
theory of disease. In the face of 
such-experiments as those Just men- 
tioned, the advocates of the germ 
theory will need to produce strong- 
er proofs to support their theory 
than those given In the past.

Ultimatum to, 
Postal Employees 


WINNIPEG, via St. Paul, Minn., 
May 24.—The following ‘statement 
was given out yesterday by Hon. Gid- 
eon D. Robertson, minister of labor, 
and Hon Arthur Meighen, acting 
minister of justice: 

“The postal service has been de- 
nied the citizens of Winnipeg, and all 
correspondence of, those citizens 
since May 15.° This has been done 
at the dictation of a small body of 
men. not connected with the postal 
These employees, 
sworn to faithfully serve the state 
in thelr several capacities, have de- 
serted that service. They tiave done 
so entirely without reference to any 
grievance of their own and, indeed, 
within a few weeks of an adjustment 
acknowledged by themselves to be 
sitisfactory.. Under these conditions 
they have chosen‘without notice, and 
on’ a sympathetic issue, to dislocate 
and paralyze the public service of a 
great community. Today volunteer 
workers are temporarily taking the 
posts these people have left. The 
Government announces that those re- 
turning before 12 o'clock noon of 
Monday, the 26th {nst., will be ac- 
cepted, and‘ that all failing to resume 
thelr duties by that\ hour will be def- 
initely refused thereafter a place In 
the federal service. Commencing at 
the ashore stated hour, new employ- 
ees _will be engaged on the usual per- 
manent basis.’’

When a settler is deemed qualified by the Agricul- 
tural Qualification Committee, the Board will assist him 
to become established on a farm of his own, and will, 
through its Agricultural Advisers, continue to co-operate 
with him in his work, thereby ensuring his success and 
consequent ability to discharge his obligations and be- 
come permanently established.

‘The procedure outlined not only gives the soldier an 
opportunity of first becoming familiar with his environ- 
ment and of acquiring the experience requisite to success, 
but ensures adding to the nation’s fundamental industry 
only competent and satisfied producers. 











Training Centres For Soldier Settlers

in agriculture may first be sent toa Training Centre, 
specially operated for the purpose, where he will learn, 
by practical experience, how to handle and feed horses 
and other live stock; milking; the operation of farm 
machinery, ploughing, etc.; general farm building work; 
farm blacksmithing; the different kinds of soil and rota- 
tion of crops; the selection and judging of live stock and 
the marketing of farm products. Short lectures on the 
business management of a farm will be given. >
